marketing products. To those who consider that the East is 
the school for the young counfry of the Pacific Coast, this may 
sound rather overdrawn, but it is a fact, nevertheless. 
The 


farmers of the East, to a great extent, are operating by the 
system followed by their fathers a century or more ago. -He 
has not 'advanced with the rest of the country. He still fol 
lows the diversified method of farming—a method that means 
a multiplicity in variety, and a scarcity and inferiority in j>ro 
duction. 


The West, new though it may be, has been forced into mod 


ern methods. The market for its prdoucts has been narrower 
by geographical lines. 
That market has been isolated b> 


mountains and vast deserts. It has been his market, as far as 
farm productions are concerned, but this has been a handicap 
While the farm producer of the West has had a monopoly ir 
IK'S own field, his market has_not been large enough to fake up 
the surplus production. The result? ? He has been forced to 
reach out into new fields and (his has taught him new methods 


In the East—more particularly in New England—every 


farm producer is s direct competitor of every other producer 
on a limited market. As a result, he has permitted the con- 
sumer to almost impoverish him. Of course, this has not been 
the work of (he consumer directly, but the job of the middle- 
man, 
and he has done it very effectually/ 
Yankee methods 


have worked only for the benefit of the middle-man and 
against the producer every time. 


Sonic day the farmers of New England will awaken to the 


necessity of their own protection. They will learn and adopt 
the methods of their Western brethren. "The fact that Oregon 
and Washington apples are selling on the local market at n 
higher price than home grown products should be an object 
lesson (hat (here is something- decidedly wrong with the home 
system. There is a reason andjl is up to the home producer 
to-find out or continue lo lose in the race.
